popular. One side has songs for primary age 
children: “Jesus loves me,” “Father, we thank 
thee,” “I sing a song of the saints of God,” 
“Praise him, praise him,” “Jesus wants me for 
a sunbeam,” “This little gospel light of mine,” 
“Onward Christian soldiers.” The other side 
has hymns for older children: “Stand up, stand 
up for Jesus,” “We gather together,” “God of 
our fathers,” “Fold your hands, bow your 
head,” “Faith of our fathers,” “Living for 
Jesus,” and “Holy, holy, holy.” 


The Organ Works of Buxtehude, played by 
Finn Videro.

Buxtehude was born in Denmark in 1637 
and died in 1707. He was organist at Liibeck. 
Bach was then organist at Arnstadt, fifty miles 
away. Bach obtained a four-week leave of 
absence from his post so that he could go to 
hear the great Dietrich Buxtehude. He walked 
the fifty miles and stayed sixteen weeks. 

These records are a good way to become ac- 
quainted with the works of Buxtehude. H.E.P. 
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
